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any questions, both general and 

personal, have arisen since ALL 
self-employed dentists were included into 
the Federal Social Security program on 
August 1, 1956. Most of the personal 
questions can best be answered by con- 
tacting the manager of your local Social 
Security office. These offices are listed on 
page 1967 of the Chicago Telephone Di- 
rectory under “United States Govern- 
ment, Dept. of Health, Education and 
Welfare, Social Security Administration.” 

In answer to many inquiries, we would 
like to emphasize the following general 
points of information: 

1. All self-employed dentists are now 
covered by Social Security retroactive to 
January 1, 1956. 

2. In order to qualify for ANY bene- 
fits: survivors, disability or retirement, a 
self-employed dentist must be part of the 
program for a minimum of six calendar 
quarters (1% years). The earliest time 
the newly covered dentist can become 
eligible for any benefits would be some 
time after April 1957 (beginning of the 
6th quarter of coverage). Active duty in 
the armed forces after 1940 may, in some 
cases, provide additional credits toward 
coverage and benefits. 

3. The first payment into the Social 
Security fund for the year 1956 is to be 
made with your final income tax return 
due by April 15, 1957. The amount to be 
paid will be 3% of the first $4,200 of 
your net earnings. The maximum pay- 
able for 1956 will be $126. The self- 
employment tax will be increased to 


336% in 1957 to cover the costs of the 
disability insurance. Periodic increases 
from 1960 to 1975 will bring the tax 
eventually to 634% on earnings up to 
$4,200. 

4. IMPORTANT—All dentists must 
have a Social Security account number 
which can be obtained after filling out 
form SS-5 available at your local Social 
Security office. This number must be 
used when paying into the fund or to 
obtain future personal account informa- 


5. Benefits are not paid automatically. 
When a retired dentist or a surviving 
family become eligible for benefits, they 
must first file proper information with 
their Social Security office to certify their 
eligibility. The maximum benefits pay- 
able (based on maximum payments into 
the fund) are as follows: 

a. Monthly retirement benefit for 
couple—man 65 or over, wife’s benefit 
starting at age 62—$149.30, 63 —$153.80, 
64—$158.30, 65—$162.80. 

b. Monthly survivors insurance pay- 
ments to individual widow, widower, 
child or parent, $81.40; widow and one 
child under 18—$162.80; widow and 2 
children under 18—$200.00. Lump sum 
death payments—$255—paid in addi- 
tion to monthly payments.
